
In response to the Response to the reply filed on August 4, 2003, 
Applicant hereby confirm that all the claims in the application are readable 
on the elected species, and stated as follows in the Remarks. 

REMARKS 

Comments of the Examiner have been reviewed carefully along with 
pertinent sections of the Patent Act, Patent Rules, the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure and relevant decisional law. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions was required under 35 
USC 121: 

I Figures 3-6. 

II Figurees 7, 8. 

III Figure 9. 

IV Figure 10. 

V Figure 11. 

Applicant hereby elects group I figures 3-6, and claims 1-14 in 
response to the restriction. 

In claim 1 , the container (20), the housing (22), the tube (40) and the 
pumping means (45, 46) are all readable on the elected group I figures 3-6. 

In claims 2 and 3, the paddle wheel (45) and the first driving device 
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(45) of the pumping means (45, 46) is readable on the elected group I 
figures 3-6. 

In claims 4 and 5, the rotating means (46) and the second driving 
device (46) are all readable on the elected group I figures 3-6. 

In claim 6, the magnetic members (47, 48) are all readable on the 
elected group I figures 3-6. 

In claim 7, the second driving device (46) and the tube (40) are all 
readable on the elected group I figures 3-6. 

In claims 8 and 9, the casing (24) and the tube (40) and the coil 
portion (41) of the tube (40) are all readable on the elected group I figures 
3-6. 

In claims 10-12, the heating means (30) and the pipe (32) and the 
evaporator (31) and the compressor (33) are all readable on the elected 
group I figures 3-6. 

In claims 13 and 14, the casing (24) and the pipe (32) and the tube 
(40) and the coil portion (41) of the tube (40) are all readable on the 
elected group I figures 3-6. 

Accordingly, all the claims in the application are readable on the 
elected group I figures 3-6. 

Applicant does not traverse the restriction requirement. It is believed 
by the undersigned that a complete response has been made hereon.
